London, March 31.—The head of the 


army of Lord Roberts is now about 21 
miles north of Bloemfontein. It occu- 
pies a cluster of hills won from the Boers 
after a stiff fight, in which the British 
lost eight officers and 100 men. Lord 
Roberts' report of the fight follows: 


Bloemfontein, March 3.—Owing to the 


activity ot the enemy on our immediate 
front, and their hostile action towards 
the burghers who surrendered tinder the 
terms of my proclamation, I found it 
necessary to drive them from soms 
kopjes they had occupied near the Karee 
Siding- scation, a few miles south of 
Brandfort. 
The operation was suc- 


cessfully carried out by the Seventh 
(Tucker's) division, assisted by the First 
and Third cavalry brigades, under 
French and LeGallais' regiment of 
mounted infantry. 
The enemy retreat- 


ed to Brandfort, and our troops now hold 
the kopjes. Our casualties were: Killed, 


.; Captain Going; wounded, Captains Sel- 


lar, Luard, Peebles, Curgenven and Ed- 
waids, Lieutenants Coulson and French, 
and about 100 rank and file. 


The Boers had been using these kopjes 


as a base for marauding- bands that have 
been beating up the country adjacent to 
Bloemfontein for supplies, driving.off 
cattle and forcing non-resistant Free 
Staters into their ranks again. 
The 


enemy must have been in considerable 
force, as Lord Roberts sent 8000 infantry 
and 3000 cavalry against them. 


Lord Roberts' progress to Pretoria will 


probably consist of a series of such for- 
ward movements, in which Boer posi- 
tions wiil be attacked by a portion of the 
army advancing- rapidly with wheel 
transport, the main army coming up an 
the railway is repaired. 


Lord Roberts is stripping the forces in 


the minor spheres of operations of their 


( wagons and transport animals in order 


to hasten the advance. This is under- 
stood to be'thexeason why he recalled 
Lord Methuen from Barkly West. 


Lord Roberts had to have Methuen'8 


transport.

president as to the relations which«should 
exist between the civil and military au- 
thorities, and also that from the time 


the commission arrives in Manila its 
authority will be supreme, under the 
president, as to all matters of govern- 
ment.

Washington, March 31.—Merriment 


•wept away the traditional dignity of tlv 
senate yesterday. 
Staid sticklers for 


senatorial decorum held their sides and 
shouted with laughter while the crowded 
galleries joined in the laughing tumult, 
to restrain \\hieh not the faintest effort 
•\\-as made. 
Senator Rettus of Alabama, 


the oldest member of the body, delivered 
the funniest speech heard within the 
senate chamber in many years.. 
It 


sparkled with wit and bubbled over with 
humor. 
Its sarcasm was keen, but not 


bitter. . 


Mr. Pettus' speech was mostly per- 


sonal in its application. He first took , 
Mr. Gallinger to task. "I was very much 
entertained by the senator from New 
Hampshire yesterday," he said, "when 
he informed us that he was not a lawyer, 
mid he proved it to .us, not only by as- 
serting it, but by his argument." He then 
related an anecdote illustrating his 
point, In which a preacher of old time 
Qad figured in Alabama. 


"The minis-tar." he said, "was as 


iearned in the Bible as my friend from 
New Hampshire is in the law. He said: 
'Brethren, my text today will be the fol- 
lowing: Seven sons ciid Milkah bear 
linto Enon. Now I expect the brethren,1 
the preacher went on, 'if you would look 
8,t the commentaries you 
would find 
• 


various meanings to this text; but tak- 
ing a common sense view of it, I will say 
this: I expect that Enon was sick and 
the doctor told his sojis, seven great, 
strong fellows, that it was absolutely 
necessary that he should have milk for 
his nutriment; and. thereupon the seven 
sons went out to look up the cows. The 
sons could not find them; but they came 
across a bear and they millcetl her and 
carried the milk to Eiion; and so, breth- 
ren, it is writ: Seven sons did milk a 
bear unto Enon.' 


"That preacher," concluded Mr. Pettus 


amid an outburst of hearty laughter, 
"had as accurate a conception of the 
scriptures as some of our senators have 
of the,,la\v of the land." 


Mr. Pettus then turned his attention 


to the speech of Senator Beveridge, and 
said: "We had a wonderful declaration 
yesterday from our great orator. It was 
BO marvelous that I dare say that such a 
thing has never before been heard in the 
senate. When you get a. genuine orator 
he is absolutely absolved from all rules 
of logic or common sense. "When it is 
necessary in the fervor of oratorical (• 
flourishes to prove a proposition true or 
false, rules of common sense and the 
decent observance of what is due to 
ethers must not stand ia the way o£ 
maintaining 'my reputation' as an ora- I 
tor. It will not do. 
| 


"Mr. President, I was amazed at that j 


speech. I tell you the senior or junior j 
tenator from Iowa, I do not know which, i 
ar.cl the senior or junior senator from I 
?>'aine, I do not know which, will | 
h.ive to take some action in ref- j 
eience 
to that 
orator. 
There 
will I 


have to be some caucus on the matter, i 
These four wise men from Maine and! 
Iowa could not devote their time, if they 
want to serve their party well, better 
thnn to take some consideration of the 
orators in this chamber. 


"Mr. President, the Master once had to 


select a man to lead the children, of 
Israel out of Egypt and through the 
wilderness to Canaan. He did not select 
an orator. Xo, he selected one of these 
men from Iowa or Maine, and his name 
was Moses. And he was a stubborn 
man? too. But Moses told his Master to 
His face that he could not do it, because 
he could not speak to the people. And 
what was the reply? 
" 'There is Aaron, he speaks well,' and 


they took Aaron along, not in command, 
but as a kind of deputy. And when 
Moses, on his Master's order, went up 
into the mountain for the tables, the 
orator left in charge had a golden calf 
framed, and he put all the people down 
to wdrship the golden calf. More people 
•worship the golden calf now than did in 
those da,ys. But while Aaron and his 
people were all down worshipping- the 
man ci Cad appeared and pulled his 
sword and demanded to know who was 
on the Lord's side, and the orator 
jumped up from his knees, drew his 
•word, and got on Moses' side and went 
to killing the Israelites along with Moses. 


"All these orators will do the same 


thing. The best one of them. We saw 
an instance of it yesterday." 


At the conclusion of his speech, Sen- j 


ator Depew was the.first to congratulate 
Mr. Pettus, and the New Yorker's hearty 
hand clasp was followed by such an ova- 
tion as a man seldom receives in the sen- 
ate. 
During the entire session, Mr. 


Pettus rsosived the congratulations of 
bis colleagues. 


RETAILERS EXPECT 


URGE BUSINESS 


New York, Mai eh 31.—Bradatreet's 


says: It has been a quiet week In dis- 
tributive trade, except at some few 
western canters, this being especially 
true of the dry goods business. Whole- 
sale trade In this line has been generally 
completed, and pending the eff&ct of 
spring demand upsui the retail trade, the 
markets are la a waiting stage. Cold, 
chilly weather has certainly retarded 
this latter branch of trade, but a large 
spring distribution, is confidently ex- 
pected at retail. 


As regards prices, the feature of th« 


week has been the strength manifested 
by agricultural products and provisions. 
Numerous advances in wages have still 
further advanced the purchasing power 
of the community. Disquieting advices 
as to international complications and 
less favorable French crop reports fur- 
nished the basis for a slight upward 
movement in wheat. It is to be noted 
also that foreign and domestic demand 
lor wheat flour has been very good. 
Corn lias been strong, in sympathy with 
wheat and some renewal of foreign buy- 
ing, aided by unsatisfactory adivices as 
to the quality of new arrivals. 


Alone of the agricultural staples cot- 


ton has weakened because some specu- 
lative holders have gotten tired and have 
given ear to reports of dullness in the 
cotton griods demand. New business in 
this latter line is undoubtedly quiet. 


Wool has been more active, but con- 


siderable business has bee-n done at con- 
cessions. The decrease in raw wool, in 
fact, has marked it as differing firom 
other lines in which prices have receded 
little from the highest. 


Little that is new is observable in the 


iron and steel trade. New business is of 
a hand to mouth character, and this 
might be regarded as a depressing fea- 
ture were it not for the fact that pro- 
ducers are so heavily sold ahead. 


The recent advance in leather has 


tended to restrict new business, but ad- 
vicea from the boot and shoe industry 
are on the whole favorable.

Daniel J. Connor and trustee, and Mary 
Shea vs. Bert Crackenbush, on the al- 
legation that counsel for both defendants 
"treated" several of the jurors, in a local 
saloon, during the present term of the 
court, at which the actions were tried 
and verdicts found for both defendants. 
The affidavit of M. O. Vincent of Shel- 
burne, one of the Jurors, states that on 
the evening of March 29, after tfie ver- 
dicts had been found, he, together with

But this work was an incident 
io the routine duties of the ii*t«lHeance 
officers, and owiag to took of systematic 
direction has never beea of more than 
ephemeral value* 


The policy board is to undertake this 


•work on larger lines and probably will 
be guiiied by European method®. It will 
be its business to provide in advance and 
have ready for instant UB« completely 
worked out plans of naval campaigns, 
offensive and! defensive, applicable to 
any maritime power "srith which the 
United States may by any possibility 
com^, into hostile conflict in the future. 


The preparation of the»e plans in- 


volve* an enormous amount of work, 
theoretical and practical. The military 
and naval resources of foreign countries 
must be ascertained to a nicety, and this 
information muat be renewed from the 
latest sources from time to time. Ac- 
curate coast chart* and plens of de- 
fenses must be secured in order to avoid 
as far as possible the serious omission 
made by the British authorities in the 
case of the geography of the Transvaal, 


The war college probably will be called 


upon to assist in the work by continuing 
on an enlarged scale the planning of the 
utilization of the United States naval 
forces in defensive campaigns. Another 
branch of the work vSl be the prepara- 
tion of plans for naval operations when 
the navy is called upon, to act in con- 
Junction with the army, both offensively 
and defensively. 


This involves questions of harbor de- 


fense, and the protection of the naval 
stations. The Pearl litexbor board is now 
engaged in a sclJeme for the establish- 
ment and fortification of a naval station 
in that harbor, and it is probaible that 
this report will be submitted to the policy 
board before any attempt is made to 
carry into effect its recommendations. 
It is possible that when Pearl harbor has 
been disposed of steps will be taken to 
consider the establishment of a naval 
station on the island of Guam.

There 19 
a steady demand for such cannon for 
decorative purposes, and tkie number 
of obsolete cannon in the hands of the 
government is being rapidly reduced 
by the inroads made by the organiza- 
tions entitled to them. Recently Sena- 
tor Cockrell requested information con- 
cerning the obsolete and condemned 
cannon now on hand and available for 
donation, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Thnes. Sec- 
retary Root's reply shows that there 
are 869 old fashioned guns of all sorts 
at the different forts and arsenals. At 
Governors island there are five 100 
pounder Parrott rifles, each weighing 
9,800 pounds; two 8 inch mortars like 
that at the arsenal, and two 10 inch 
siege mortars, each weighing 1,852 
pounds. Castle Williams has twenty 
32 pounders, weighing 7,200 pounds.

posing in different parts of the country 
and awaiting the call of patriotic 
Grand Army posts. There are in dif- 
ferent forts twenty-four 300 pounder

was attached to a vest, and the vest 
was in a knapsack. 
When the bpat 


upset, Funston and his Eskimo com- 
panion saved themselves, but all thelc 
belongings we^re supposed to be at the 
bottom of the river. 


One day last summer workmen were 


tearing up the floor of the old ice rink 
In Convention hall, and a negro found 
B peculiar badge with the name "Fred- 
erick Funston" engraved upon its back. 
Captain Filer heard of the incident on 
the very day that the story of Fun- 
ston's swimming episode was given to 
the world. The identity of the names 
struck him as peculiar, and It occurred 
to him that the pin might belong to 
the Kansas fighter. When he heard 
that Funston was returning to the 
States, he wrote a letter that met the 
general at San Francisco. In this let- 
ter were a pencil sketch of the pin and 
the story of how it was found. 


Captain Filer received no answer to 


nis letter^ and had about forgotten the 
circumstance until a few days ago, 
when a letter reached him that bore 
date of last October. It had been re- 
turned through the dead letter office, 
and Mrs. Funston had made inquiry as 
to who Captain Filer was and redirect- 
ed it. The letter was from General 
Funston and was as follows: 


"The badge of which you speak in 


your recent letter was lost by me in 
Alaska several years ago. It is cer- 
tainly very much of a mystery how it 
ever reached Washington. 1 recognize 
it from the description you have given 
me. It is the badge of a college fra- 
ternity to which I belong. I would be 
under the greatest obligation to you if 
you would get hold of It and send It 
to me, even if it is necessary to pay 
something to the man who now has it, 
although he is in no way entitled to 
it and has no right to wear the badge 
of a society of which he is not a mem- 
ber. Thanking you most sincerely for 
your kindness, I am." 


Captain Filer hunted up the negro 


who had found the pin and secured 
possession of it by paying him $2. It 
is now on its way to General Funston. 
How it found its way from an Alaskan 
river to a Washington skating rink is 
a mystery that may never be solved.

Tbe Extent of Some Which Surround Q>O 


Houses of English Noblemen. 


An article in The Gornhill Magazine 


on the cost of maintaining country 
houses contains some extremely inter- 
esting particulars about the size of 
noblemen's parks. One hardly likes, 
the writer says, to guess the cost of re- 
pairs to the loose stone wall around 
Badminton park, high enough to pre- 
vent a deer leaping it and inclosing 986 
deer. At Welbeck there are 10J£ miles 
of iron fencing around the three deer 
parks. 
Thoresby park is 12 miles 


around. 


Though the deer have been removed 


or destroyed in no less than 50 parks 
since 1867 there are 404 deer parks and 
paddocks in England and Wales alone, 
and 8 of these are over 3,000 acres. 
Savernake is 4,000 acres. There are 
many over 1,000 acres. The area has 
an additional interest for the owner, 
because tke bigger the park the more 
gates and lodges and roads it needs, 
and park roads, except town roads, are 
tbe dearest in tbis country. 


In parka like. Bridge, with 2,500 


acres; Knowsley, -2,000 acres; Blen- 
heim, 2,254 acres; Tattoii, 2,000 acres, 
and others of less size, tbe mileage of 
roads, unless their numbers were kept 
down, would rival those of a moderate 
parish. 


Tho lowest number by which a great 


house and its garden parks and acces- 
sories can be served, and kept up is from 
60 to 60 men. Of these great houses 
there are not less than 900 in England, 
Wales and Scotland. Those of the third 
magnitude have a minimum staff of 50 
men. 
Those of tbe second magnitude, 


some of them very large and splendid 
houses, almost or quite reaching the 
first dimensions, employ from 90 to 150 
or 175 men. Beyond these are the stars 
of the first magnitude, real palaces, 
maintaining from 200 to, in one case— 
not Chatswortfa—more than 600 men in 
the performance of work, other than 
industrial or agricultural, in the serv- 
ice of the owner.

Queer Experiences lu the Publle 


DI»pentmrie» of New York. 


The least hope 'of any change in this 


aharity to all policy is with those dis- 
pensaries thut lire bountifully endowed. 
Tha leading institution of this class in 
Now York city is located on the -west 
side, and, iu view of its defiitnt abase 
of all kinds of medical charity, bus 
earned for itself the unenviable l&i- 
quet of the "diamond dispensary.^ It 
baa such a high reputation for the num- 
ber and pecuniary ability of its patients 
that it would appear to be rather a 
credit than a disgrace to receive its out- 
rageously misdirected charity. Such at 
least is the inevitable conclusion that 
may ba based upon the large average of 
•well to do people who claim daily the 
benefits of free medical treatment so 
lavishly and indiscriminately furnished 
to all who apply. Many of these visitors 
are from ont of town districts and will 
pay several dollars for oar faro, will ask 
for a written diagnosis of their disease 
and an extra prescription, and will then 
complain if they are kept waiting be- 
yond the "time for their return train. 
The examining doctor is content to ride 
to the dispensary in a horse car; the pa- 
tient comes and returns in a cab. It is 
no longer a joke to refer to the display 
of diamonds or the number of -women 
clad in sealskins in the patients' wait- 
ing room, nor does it appear to be un- 
likely that, in the near future, conven- 
iences will not be required for checking 
bicycles and distributing carriage num- 
bers in the order of the different ar- 
rivals. In this connection, the follow- 
ing description by an eyewitness in the 
waiting room of this dispensary may be 
interesting: 


' 'The reception room held about 200 


at a time. 
Nobody was turned away. 


Fully 50 per cent of the applicants were 
well dressed, and 10 per cent of them 
were finely dressed. Three women wore 
fur coats that had not been handed 
down from somebody else. There was 
an attractive display of fine millinery, 
and the men, more than half of them, 
bore no evidences of poverty. "But all 
obtained free treatment supposed to be 
given to paupers—'poor persons.' " 


Such instances as the following carry 


•with them their own moral: 


' 'Duriag the examination of a dis- 


pensary patient a roll of bills dropped 
from her pocket. The doctor picked it 
up and remarked, 'Madam, this is a 
free dispensary, and as you are able to 
pay a fee for medical advice I must de- 
cline to treat you here.' 'Well,' replied 
the woman, 'ihat money is for some- 
thing else. You are paid by the city 
and must prescribe for me.' On being 
assured that the doctor received no sal- 
ary from any source, the patient became 
indignant and protested that she was 
entitled to attention equally with the 
'lady' who had preceded her and from 
whom she had rented a house the week 
before. "—Dr. George If. Shrady in 
Forum.

The hardest worked washerwomen 


in the world are the Koreans. They 
have to waeh about a dozen dresses for 
their, husbands, and inasmuch as every 
man wears pantaloons or drawers so 
baggy that they come up to his neck 
like those of a clown thej' have plenty 
to do. The washing is usually done in 
cold water and often 
in .running 


streams. The clothes are pounded with 
paddles nntil they shine like a shirt 
front fresh from a Chinese laundry. 


The Japanese rip their garments 


apart for every washing, and they iron 
their clothes by spreading them on a 
flat board and leaning this up against 
the house to dry. The sun takes the 
wrinkles oat of the clothes, and some 
of them have qujte a luster. The Jap- 
anese womaq • does her washing out of 
doors. Her washtnb is not more than 
six inches high and is about as big 
around as the average dishpan. She 
gets the dirt ont of the clothes by rob- 
bing them between her hands. She 
sometimes uses Japanese soap, which 
is full of grease, and works away with 
her bate feet. The Chinese girls do 
their washing in much the same way. 


The washing in Egypt is usually done 


by the men. The Egyptian washerman 
stands naked on the banks of the Kile 
and slaps the wet clothes, with a noise 
like the shot of a pistol, on the smooth 
stones at the edge of the running water, 
and such fellah women as wash pound 
the dirt out of their clothes in the same 
way. 


Frenchwomen pound the dirt ont with 


paddles, often slamming the clothes up- 
on stones, as the Egyptians do.-- ~^~ •

It was decided some months ago that 


North Adams was to nave a new 
ground floor and thoroughly modern 
theater in the near future, and the pub- 
lic has been looking forward with in- 
terest for the definite assurance that 
the house would be completed in time 
for the opening of the next theatrical 
season. This -announcement, is now 
made, the contract for the building hav 
ing been let this week. 


Work will begin Monday, April 9, and 


the contract calls for its completion by 
September 1. The management of the 
house will be -decided upon within a 
few days, and bookings for next season 
will begin at once, so that the city will 
undoubtedly see next winter the most 
interesting theatrical season in its his- 
tory, and will have the pleasure of 
seeing it in one of the most completely 
equipped houses of western Massachu- 
setts. 


The theater is to be erected by the 


Richmond estate, on the lot in the rear 
of the Richmond hotel now occupied by 
the stables and roadway. The location 
is convenient, and the house itself will 
be such as will enable the bringing to 
North Adams of the largest and best 
shows on the road, and the staging of 
thorn as completely as is dome in any 
city outside of New York and Boston. 
The stage will be as large: as most of 
the stages in the country, and there 
will be every facility for the perfect 
setting of plays. While this is one of 
the most important features 
of the 


new house, the comfort of patrons will 
not be neglected m the slightest, and 
theater goers will find on the opening 
night a play house that includes every 
convenience for their comfort. 


The architect of the theater is Lucius 


L. Bridge of Springfield, an experi- 
enced theater architect, and will be 
along the lines of the handsome new 
theater in Fitchburg, which has b?e:i 
pronounced one of the best arranged :r. 
New England. 


The main entrance will be by a cor- 


ridor through the new Richmond house 
now building, opening on Main street. 
There will be two gallery entrances, 
entirely separate from the main en- 
trance, the chief one opening from State 
street through the old Richmond house. 
The main entrance will have a marble 
tiled floor, and will lead into a spacious 
foyer. On each end of the foyer will 
lead broad stairways to the balcony. 
The foyer and aisles of the auditorium 
will be carpeted, and the house will be 
' fated throughout 
with 
handsomely 


upholstered opera chairs. 


Th° house will seat 1200. An impA- 


tant uict for the comfort of patrons Is 
that the house in size- will allow 1400 
seats in the space taken up by 1200. Thig 
will provide for more space 
between 


the seats than is usually allowed, and 
will add greatly to the convenience and 
comfort of those who occupy them. 


Opening from the foypr will be hand- 


somely furnished ladies' parlors, wait- 
ing rooms, and men's smoking room. 
The theater corridor will open into the 
Richmond hotel, so that hotel guests 
can enter the theater without going 
outside. 


As for the stage, it will be one of the 


largest and most completely equipped 
in this part of the country. It will have 
a width of 75 feet, a depth of 40 feet 
from footlights to the rear wall, and 
will be 58 feet from the floor ta^the 
gridiron. The proscenium arch will be 
32 by 28 feet. A complete and elaborate 
set of scenery will be provided, capable 
of furnishing satisfactory settings for 
almost any play, and of filling out any 
special scfnery carried. The fact that 
any play, however elaborate 
in, its 


stage settings, can be presented here 
as well as in any one-night city in the 
country, like Springfield, will be one of 
the most pleasing to local people. 


Ten dressing rooms will be provided 


below the stage, where every conveni- 
ence will be found. The orchestra will 
be set as in all modern theaters in. 
front of but considerably below the 
stage. 


There will be three boxes on each side 


of the stage, six in all, and these will be 
elaborately furnished. The house will 
be equipped with a system of electric 
lighting that will allow any desired 
schema of light effects. 


Ventilation will be carefully attended 


to. The system of ventilation is one 
that has been approved by the state in- 
spectors, and a large fan, run by a 10- 
horse power motor, will keep the air in 
circulation. 


Plans for the decoration of the inter- 


ior have not yet been completed, but 
warm colors will be used, and there is 
no room for question that the best of 
taste will prevail and that in appear- 
ance as well as in utility, the house will 
be one of which North Adams may well 
be proud. 


The house will be as nearly fire proof 


as it is possible for a theater to be, but 
im addition to its safe construction, 
there will be a wide alleyway all around 
•the house, providing for exits on all 
sides, and so arranged as to allow the 
largest audience to leave the house in 
a remarkably short time. 


The contract for the building has 


been let to H. P. Camming* and com- 
pany of Boston and Ware, who are al- 
ready planning for the beginning of 
work, and are capable of completing 
the task of having the house ready for 
an early September opening without 
fear of delay. 
' 


In connection with the announcement 


of this new house, it is interesting to 
note that Pittsfleld is also to h&ve a 
new ground floor theater of similar im- 
portance. It is believed that with two 
theaters in the county capable of pro- 
ducing the largest attractions, the se- 
curing of the best there is on the road 
will be a much easier matter, the pos- 
sibility of two .nights with only a short 
trip between, thua allowing each house 
to help'the-other in-maklne bookings,
